But. no m a tter how much I ca u ­ 
tion y ou, so m e of y our children 
a re going to sw a llo w so m e of 
these insecticides or pow ders a c ­ 
cidenta lly this su m m er. If y our 
y o un gster is one of them , y ou'll 
w a nt to know wha t to do. 
First, ca ll y our doctor 
He'll 
give y ou the proper a dvice. 


An Antidote 
If y ou ca n ’t rea ch him . y o u ’ll 
ha ve to give y our y o un gster an 
a ntidote. It y ou don’t know wha t 
he ha s sw a llowed, give him milk 
m ix ed with the white of an egg, 
milk and flour, or ba king soda 
a nd w a ter 
If y ou ca n determ ine w h a t the 
poison conta ins. You ca n usua lly 
lea rn this from the la bel of the 
conta iner 
The

dotes should be used for the fol­ 
lowing poisons:

On an av erage, 13 persons a day 
lose their liv es by accident during 
the month of J uly . . . nearly fiv e 
each day are v ictims of traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
Chief of Police Vaiden Long said 
that one fourth of the traffic deaths 
result from

urban 
areas. “ While city casualties hav e 
been lower than in 19 54, the recent 
Memorial Day weekend warns us 
that we cannot ex pect to hold these 
gains unless 
motorists 
recognize 
hazards better than they hav e in 
the past,” he said. 
Continuing C h i e f Long said: 
“ Folks spend weeks planning a 
v acation trip, arranging for sleep­ 
ing accomodations, sights e e i n g 
trips and their trav el route . . . then 
they completely ov erlook their car 
It should be thoroughly inspected 
by a competent mechanic, and put 
in good condition, ev en when the 
trip is merely “ gy psy ing” around 
Ohio. 


“ Car trouble is no fun on a v aca­ 
tion. A slight delay tempts the driv ­ 
er to make up for time lost. One- 
third of the driv ers inv olv ed in 
rural traffic accidents were v iolat­ 
ing a speed law at the time of the 
accident; one-fifth in urban acci­ 
dents were “ speeding” . 
“ Remember that there are many 
more cars on the road this summer 
Miles trav eled will be 10 percent 
higher than a y ear ago.

RECENTLY ki the mail, this 
department 
r e c e i v e d a small 
packag e containing 
an assort­ 
ment of rosebu ds, all more or 
less damag ed. The sender, a home 
g ardener, wanted to know what 
was wrong with them. She ex ­ 
plained that the foliag e of her 
rose bu shes was healthy bu t she 
had fou nd the bu ds ru med. 
The damag e, we mu st report, 
was done by rose thrips. Other 
readers of this colu mn hav e also 
written wanting to know what 
to do to combat rose thrips. Ev i­ 
dently , in many parts of the 
cou ntry , the thrips are working 
hav oc with roses. 
Garden roses are su bject to at­ 
tack by sev eral species of thrips. 
The thrips enter the dev eloping 
Hewer bu ds and feed on the ten­ 
der parts cau sing the petals to 
become discolored, as shown in 
the accompany ing Garden-Graph. 
Often the flowers fail to open, 
and if they do, the edg es of the 


petals ar e cu rled and btew kened, 
as illu strated. 
The thrips can be a long time 
nu isance for sev eral g enerations 
of them dev elop du ring the su m­ 
mer. 
Du ring hot, dry weather 
the thrips complete a life cy cle 
in less than two weeks. 
Adu lt thrips lay their eg g s in 
the base of the bu ds while the 
latter are still qu ite small. The 
eg g s soon hatch and the y ou ng 
thrips su ck the plant's ju ices, 
thereby interfering with the blos­ 
soms opening normally . 
If y ou find bu ds infested with 
thrips cu t them off and dispose 
o f them. This will help to redu ce 
the thrip popu lation present m 
y ou r g arden. Do not throw dam­ 
ag ed bu ds on the g rou nd, becau se 
the insects will qu ickly desert 
su ch blooms an'- trav el to u n­ 
opened bu ds on nearby plants. 
Spray infected plants with mala- 
thion or lindane. At this time of 
y ear it is better to spray tlx m to 
du st.

New Law Aimed 


At Party Liners 


Must Yield Lines in 
All Emergencies 


Effective Thursday a new era in 
Ohio public safety will be ushered 
in when party telephone line users 
who refuse to surrender a line in 
case of emergency, are subject to 
fines ami jail sentences. 
The new law Is known as the 
party line emergency priority law. 
Ralph F. Mateer, Warren, pres­ 
ident of the Ohio Independent Tele­ 
phone Association, said of the law: 
“ We've needed this law for many 
years. “ A great majority-of sub­ 
scribers yield their lines at once 
when someone has to report a fire 
or summon emergent medical aid. 
Now the public has a club against 
the thoughtless few who have cost 
many lives and millions of dollars 
in property damage.” 
The new law, passed recently by 
the Ohio Legislature, provides fines* 
of $50 to $500, jail sentences of 30 
to 90 days or both for those who 
refuse to surrender telephone lines 
in time of emergency. It lists simi­ 
lar penalties for persons who fake 
emergencies to obtain a line. It 
was sponsored by Ohio's 160 inde­ 
pendent telephone firms.

Responsible 
For Outbreak 


BOISE, Idaho JD — The Idaho 
polio mass vaccination program — 
already 
postponed 
indefinitely— 
freed new delays today as state 
health au thorities annou nced they 
had “lost confidence in the Salk 
vaccine.” 
State Health 
Director 
L. 
J. 
Peterson told newsmen that Idaho 
“will not sponsor another 
mass 
inocu lation program” b ecau se of 
new dou b ts ab ou t the effectiveness 
and safety of the vaccine. 
He told newsmen he holds the 
Vuccine—together with its manu ­ 
factu ring instru ctions — responsi­ 
b le for a polio ou tb reak which has 
killed seven 
Idahoans 
and hos­ 
pitalized 79 others since the mass 
immu nization program was start­ 
ed in April. 
Bu t he added that the depart­ 
ment does not b lame the Cu tter 
Lab oratories, of Berkeley, Calif., 
which produ ced the vaccine u sed 
i.. Idaho, “b ecau se they were only 
carrying ou t the procedu res ou t­ 
lined b y Dr. Salk.” 
The reference was to Dr. Jonas 
Salk, developer of 
the 
antipolio 
vaccine. 
Ninety seven polio cases 
have 
b een reported in Idaho this year, 
compared to 17 throu gh Ju ne of 
last year. Of these, 20 cases oc­ 
cu rred in vaccinated children and 
54 were associates of those who 
received the vaccine.

Can You Imagine This Amount Of Storage Space 
Laff-A-Day 


What would be your rci^ction if you sud­ 
denly cam e upon a city at least 30 times 
as large as Washington C. H.t comprised 
entirely of warehouses? Or a city approx­ 
im ately as large as all of Union Township 
in which nothing but warehouses were 
standing? 
According to estimates made from facts 
submitted regarding our federal govern­ 
ment’s vast owned and leased storage 
space, 
at least the 
above mentioned 
amount of land would be necessary to 
handle such storage, if assembled in one 
place. 
It is now costing the taxpayers of the 
country more than 3Vk billions of dollars 
each year to store federal property and 
documents. The Hoover Commission, af­ 
ter an intensive study of this situation es­ 
timates that at least 253 million dollars 
annually could be whittled off this amount 
without any decrease in services. 
Think what t h a t amount would mean as 
compared to the total real estate and per-

n e a r l y 15 times as much each year. 
However, the vast saving in federal 
storage costs is only one in at least 250 
places that huge savings could be effect­ 
ed. if Congress and the administration 
leaders of our country would definitely 
make a sure-fire drive to this end. 
Of course, some toes would be tramped 
upon and threats of reprisals, political and 
otherwise, would fill the air. It would take 
more nerve and courage than any major­ 
ity of congressmen or leaders of national 


administrations have shown in the last 25 
years. Easy spending of money means 
votes, they seem to think. 
The saving in federal storage is only one 
of 239 places that vast savings could be ef­ 
fected by congressional action or merely 
by a departmental ruling. 
In addition to savings resulting from 
more efficiency, the latest commission 
recommendation says the 
government 
might pick up as much as 1 *4 billion dol­ 
lars in extra revenue through disposal of 
properties that might be declared surplus 
under efficient management. 
Perhaps it is the staggering size of the 
possible savings which creates the apathy 
in Washington toward the present crop of 
recommendations. Some proposals in the 
first series was carried out, either by the 
Truman or the Eisenhower administra­ 
tions. The present series seem s to be 
meeting with resistance, and even criti­ 
cism, by politicians in both parties. 
The difference lies in that the new Hoo­ 
ver Commission was empowered by Con­ 
gress to study policy changes. The first 
commission merely sought more efficient 
ways to carry out policies established by 
Congress. 
It is difficult to see why economy in gov­ 
ernment should be sacrificed merely be­ 
cause some governmental policies should 
be altered. 
The view’s of the folks back home some 
tim e may be the determining factor in the 
importance which congressmen attach to 
the 
Hoover Commission 
recommenda­ 
tions.

Problems Of Standardizing Money By George Sokolsky 


The problem of money and its 
value has long plagued the hu­ 
man race. There is no universal 
monetary standard. It used to be. 
in what appears to us now the 
very distant past, that gold was 
acknowledged 
as the base 
to 
which most currencies were re­ 
lated 
But the world went off 
gold and never got right again 
The 
Britiah 
were 
the 
first 
among the great marketing na­ 
tions, to open a free market for 
gold The operation is still small 
and is in a few hands led by Sam­ 
uel Montagu & Co., Ltd.. an old 
and 
highly 
respected 
banking 
house in London. It is too early 
to say that the British are ready 
to restore the Gold Standard, but 
they are prepared to establish 
some system 
of 
convertibility, 
that is, for a free an4 more 
stabilized conversion of one cur­ 
rency to another. 
Most of the continental Euro­ 
pean countries are opposed 
to 
convertibility because they pres­ 
ently manipulate their currencies 
to give them an advantage in 
world 
markets. 
Their 
general 
contention is that if they lose 
that advantage, they will not be 
able to compete with American 
goods which 
are 
produced 
by 
mass 
production 
methods 
mri 
therefore more cheaply in hu;c 
quantities 
Continental European coumnes 
are not ready for mass prod nr- 
tion because they lack a home 
market to sustain this method 
They eanno; dispose of immense 
quantiLe.- 
say 
of 
automobile: 
Most of those countries have to> 
low’ a standard of living for vast 
m a s s 
production 
enterprises 
They cannot sell to their own 
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markets. Many of them will nev­ 
er be able to meet American pro­ 
ductivity and economically should 
not be. In fact, the past years of 
supported prices would indicate 
that our productive capacity is 
so great that it is rapidly over­ 
coming our ability to consume. 
This is particularly true of ag­ 
ricultural commodities and is be­ 
ginning to be felt in the automo­ 
bile industry. The limitation up­ 
on European production is the 
consumer's market; the limita­ 
tions upon American production 
have been the number of ma­ 
chines used, the access to raw 
materials and the cost of capital 
As long as each country insists 
upon making products which they 
carmot soil by normal trading 
methods, the manipulation of cur­ 
rency by governments seems to 
the Europeans to be an economic 
necessity and they will therefore 
continue to oppose convertibility 
which is the first essential step 
toward 
economic 
stabilization 
Both Great Britain ahd the Unit­ 
ed States favor convertibility in 
principle 


It has long been hoped that an 
economic union might be estab­ 
lished in western Europe with a 
population as large as that of the 
United States The European coal 
and steel 
community was 
the 
first step in that direction under 
the leadership of Jean Monnet, 
it has managed to do better than 
was expected for it. If the same 
principles of operation could be 
established for other commodi­ 
ties and embracing more coun­ 
tries. the way would be clear for 
an economic 
United 
States 
of 
Europe. 
Obviously the reason why the 
United States and Soviet Russia 
are economically so effective is 
that they h a\e a broad base. Do­ 
mestically. they have established, 
each according to its own eco­ 
nomic system, a vast area for 
the consumption of goods and 
the supply of raw materials with­ 
out tariffs or other similar im 
pedimenta Most European coun­ 
tries are no? in a position to do 
that Even Great Britain has to 
import irom abroad most of its 
raw m a.trials and many of the 
continental 
European countries 
are lacking in basic supplies with 


in their own borders. If there 
were a free market, many of 
them would be forced to return 
to 
agriculture 
and 
to 
small, 
household industries 
However 
if they were united 
into one large economic unit, say 
with a population of 160,000,000, 
and embracing the w’hole of west­ 
ern Europe, they would be able 
to improve their situation con-, 
siderably. Europe has lived too 
long on the American hand-out 
and has become accustomed to 
it. Furthermore, most Europeans 
have come to regard the Ameri­ 
can hand-out as a method of 
dumping and therefore accept 
manipulated currency as a pro­ 
tective system. As we dump on 
them, they would like to dump on 
us. And the best way to do that 
is to keep prices down by manip 
ulated currency and a low wage 
scale that gives the appearance 
of being adequate. 
These are a few of the reasons 
for western European opposition 
to convertibility of currency.

Summer means bugs, and plen­ 
ty of them, bugs mean insecti­ 
cides and poisonous powders in 
just about every home; and these 
mean potential danger to your 
children. 
When using insecticides don’t 
spray them widely about a room 
Instead, direct them toward the 
spots where they are needed It's 
a good idea, too, to keep the chil­ 
dren out of a room until you have 
finished spraying. 
On High Shelf 


The greatest danger to young­ 
sters, however, are the insecti­ 
cides which are just left lying 
about. It's most 
important, 
of 
course, that such poisons be kept 
on a high shelf or in a locked 
cabinet out of the reach of inquisi­ 
tive little hands. 
But, no matter how much I cau­ 
tion you. some of your children 
are going to swallow' some of 
these insecticides or powders ac­ 
cidentally this summer. If your 
youngster is one of them, you’ll 
want to know what to do. 
First, call your doctor 
He'll 
give you the proper advice. 
An Antidote 
If you can’t reach him, you’ll 
have to give your youngster an 
antidote. If you don’t know what 
he has swallowed, give him milk 
mixed with the white of an egg, 
milk and flour, or baking soda 
and water 
If you can determine what the 
poison contains. You can usually 
learn this from the label of the 
container 
The 
following 
anti­ 
dotes should be used for the fol­ 
lowing poisons: 
Arsenic—Give a mixture of two 
tablespoons of powdered burnt 
toast, one spoon of milk of mag­ 
nesia and four spoons of strong 
tea. 
DDT—Give two tablespoons of 
epsom salt in two glasses of wat­ 
er. Then give lots of strong tea 
or hot coffee. 
Phosphorus—Four o u n c e s of 
hydrogen 
peroxide, 
One 
table­ 
spoon of sooium bicarb in a quart 
of warm water. Then give four 
ounces of mineral oil. Do not give 
animal or vegetable oil. Keep all 
oils and fats out of the diet for 


several davs 
Sodium Fluoride—Give two ta­ 
blespoons ot milk of magnesia 
Then give him a glass of milk 
Strychnine—G i v e 
the 
same 
mixture as the one used to com­ 
bat arsenic. 
In each case you must also in­ 
duce vomiting. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
F. B : What might be the cause 
of a severe burning sensation in 
the throat? I neither smoke nor 
drink. 
Answer: The b u r n i n g sensa­ 
tion in your throat may be due 
to inflammation resulting from 
infection in the throat itself or to 
a chronic sinus infection. An ex­ 
amination by a throat specialist 
would determine the exact cause 
of the difficulty so that proper 
treatment could be prescribed

13 perso ns a day 
lo se their liv es by accident during 
the mo nth o f J uly . . . nearly fiv e 
each day are v ictims o f traffic ac­ 
cidents.

RECENTLY tei th e mail, th is 
department r e c e i v e d a small 
package containing an assort­ 
ment of rosebu ds, all more or 
less damaged. Th e sender, a h ome 
gardener, wanted to know wh at 
was wrong with th em. Sh e ex ­ 
plained th at th e foliage of h er 
rose bu sh es was h ealth y bu t sh e 
h ad fou nd th e bu ds ru ined. 
Th e damage, we mu st report, 
was done by rose th rips. Oth er 
readers of th is colu mn h av e also 
written wanting to know wh at 
to do to combat rose th rips. Ev i­ 
dently , in many parts o f th e 
cou ntry , th e th rips are working 
h av oc with roses. 
Garden roses are su bject to at­ 
tack by sev eral species of th rips. 
Th e th rips enter th e dev eloping 
flewer bu ds and feed on th e ten­ 
der parts cau sing th e petals to 
become discolored, as sh own in 
th e accompany ing Garden-Graph . 
Often th e flowers fail to open, 
and if th ey do, th e edges of th e 


petals are cu rled and blackened, 
as illu strated. 
Th e th rips can be a long time 
nu isance for sev eral generations 
of th em dev elop du ring th e su m­ 
mer. 
Du ring h ot, dry weath er 
th e th rips complete a life cy cle 
in less th an two weeks. 
Adu lt th rips lay th eir eggs in 
th e base of th e bu ds wh ile th e 
latter are still q u ite small. Th e 
eggs soon h atch and th e y ou ng 
th rips su ck th e plant's ju ices, 
th ereby interfering with th e blos­ 
soms opening normally . 
If y ou find bu ds Infested wMh 
th rips cu t th em off and dispose 
of th em. Th is will h elp to redu ce 
th e th rip popu lation present in 
y ou r garden. Do not th row dam­ 
aged bu ds on th e grou nd, becau se 
th e insects will q u ickly desert 
su ch blooms an 
trav el to u n­ 
opened bu ds on nearby plants. 
Spray infected plants with mala- 
th ion or lindane. At th is time of 
y ear it is better to spray th an to 
du st.
